argument to support them and whose acts 
•will "1101 stand the light of day to berate

to this rule. 
He frequently lainbasts the 


press of Wisconsin, particularly when he 
is in a corner and is hard pushed for any- 
thing else to say. In his message vetoing 
the gasoline tax bill the governor, smart- 
ing under the failure of his scheme to re- 
vise tasation upward, diverted to the sub- 
ject of taxes iu general, declaring that 
"many newspapers and some news agen- 
cies have basely misinformed the people 
concerning the taxation qtiestion before 
the legislature." 
Continuing he said: 


In fact, most of these newspapers have 


deliberately falsified, not only in their editorials, 
but also in their news reports. 
Such newspa- 


pers have repeatedly, by editorial and by press 
reports, talked about 'the proposed increase of 
taxes' when they knew the contrary was true. 
Those newspapers and their press representa- 


• tives havo well known that the taxation meas- 


ures proposed by this administration impose les.= 
taxes than are now imposed under the present 
tax laws.

duce taxes, but in this contention he 
stands alone. 
Men versed 
in business 


and taxation, together with tax experts 
at Madison, who have carefully analyzed 
his measure have almost, without excep- 
tion throughout the state reached the con- 
clusion that it would increase taxes ma- 
terially. 
This much is certain: 
The 


Blaine bill would .increase taxes heavily 
provided "Wisconsin industry as it now 
stands managed to continue in operation. 
It would reduce taxes only in the event 
that industry in this state was throttled 
and had to cease operation. 


The Blaine scheme also overlooks one 


other important influence that would tend 
to increase taxes. 
Every municipality 


and every local taxing district in Wiscon- 
sin is looking for larger revenue.

same time they endeavor to keep the rate 
within certain limits that are not regard- 
ed as excessive. 
This they usually con- 


trive to do by increasing valuation.

the 'tax rate in Appleton. or in any other 
city for that matter, were reduced Si.50

DO BABIES NEED AIR? 


Even according to Holt (and Howland, in the lat- 


est edition or two) it is now advisable to take a 
young infant out of doors at the end of the first 
week, and the- more time the infant spends in the 
open air the better for his health, strength, growth 
and good looks, I would not imply that Holt taught 
anything less than this even 20 yoaYs ago.

taught the same thing in his edition of 1D02 be- 
fore Howland became a co-author with him. 


The emphasis I place on "now" means at this time 


of year, the summmer time. 
These authorities 


seem to be heartily in accord that no such thins 
should be permitted in the fall or spring,_but it is 
fine medicine, they seem to imagine, in the summer. 


The baby needs the open air in the summer time, 


then. the- good old summer time. My own notion is 
that the baby needs the air in all seasons and all 
weathers and that he is as bound to surfer if he 
doesn't get it in winter or in the fall as he is in the 
summer, like the rest of us. The baby is a much 
more efficient heat producing machine than you 
arid I. 
He frequently suffers from an excess of 


clothing rarely from insufficient clothing:. The great 
bugaboo of exposure/ is even more- disastrous to the 


comfort and health of young infants than it is 


to adults. 


No baby should be subjected to the annoyance 


of a strong wind which causes grasping for breath. 
Some sort of screen 
or protection against the 


wind should always be arranged when the baby is 
taking his nap in dooryard, or porch or fire-escape 
or roof. Likewise it is cruel to place the baby where 
the strong sunlight can shine in or on his eyes. The 
shade of tree. wall, awning or parasol should be 
provided to protect the baby's eyes. 


Dampness, chilliness, rawness, rain, hail_pr snow 


should by no means rob the bahy of his daily airing 
and it is an insult to the intelligence of the mother 
to add any advice about reasonable or comfortable 
protection from these contingencies. 


In the season when windows and doors are open 


surely the baby needs no more clothing when out of 
doors than he wears indoors. In the colder season 
he must wear as much,extra clothing as the weather 
demands when he takes the ajr. 
If it is very cold 


and the baby Is puny or weak, a bag or bottle of 
hot water should be. tucked in the foot of crib or cart 
when the baby is going out for his daily airing, but 
not in contact with his feet. 


No flannel or wool bands, shirts nor stockings 


should be kept on the baby in hot weather: only the 
lightest cotton gauze or balbriggan material should 
be used. 
On very hot days, aside from giving the 


baby two daily tepid baths for comfort and health. 
let him enjoy for several hours the privilege of wear- 
ing nothing but a didy and a grin, while he amuses 
himself kicking and squirming around as he rolls 
on his blanket. This is one of the best preventives 
against rickets. 


Before the baby learns to walk he should wear_no 


shoes or boots, and in hot weather at any rate not 
stockings. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


The Tonsil Slaughter 


Our two boys, aged 4 and S, were examined at 


the baby clinic and both found underweight, and the 
doctor said they have diseased tonsils and we should 
have them removed at once? "What is your opinion 
on the subject?—M. S. 


Answer—As a general rule- the better doctors do 


not give their service in clinics: the tendency among 
the doctors who attend such clinics is to recommend 
children's tonsils on rather superficial evidence. 
If 


you can possibly afford to have a good doctor ex- 
amine the children it may be wise to do so. before 
rushing them to the operating room for the slaugh- 
ter of tonsils. 1 should not answer in this way if 
T did not think more of children than I do of whole- 
sale surgery.
